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CLAIMS 



A re-fillable self-adhesive transparent pocket consisting of transparent casing in 
the form of a pocket of any shape or size, with a self-adhesive back for sticking 
onto surfaces. The pocket will allow write-able refills to slide in and out of the 
pocket. 

A re-fillable self-adhesive transparent pocket claimed in any preceding claim 
wherein transparent casing means any material that allows the contents of the 
pocket to be seen, but may be coloured or patterned as well as clear. 

A re-fillable self-adhesive transparent pocket claimed in any preceding claim 
wherein the selfradhesive back means a self-adhesive back of any form that allows 
the pocket to stick to surfaces.

A re-fillable self-adhesive transparent pocket claimed in any preceding claim 
wherein the write-able refills means write-able refills of any material which allows 
them to be written on by pen or pencil. 

A re-fillable self-adhesive transparent pocket claimed in Claim 4 wherein the 
write-able refills means write-able refills that fit into the pockets and slide in and 
out of them-
